Theis told reporters later he had asked the 
judge for a specific sentence for Headley but 
he declined to reveal the length, saying the re- 
quest was made under seal.

Te’o: ‘I was scared* 


During Manti Te’o’s first televised interview 
since news broke that his supposed girlfriend 
never existed, he listened to a voicemail from 
the person purported to be Lennay Kekua— a 
voice that was revealed Thursday to be that of 
the alleged hoaxer himself, a 22-year-old man 
named RonaiahTuiasosopo. 

“Doesn’t it sound like a girl?” Te’o asked Ka- 
tie Couric. “It sounds like a girl.” 

Consider it yet another of the mind-bending 
twists in the saga that has broadsided the for- 
mer Notre Dame linebacker, whose sit-down 
with Couric was his first on-camera appearance 
since the story broke Jan. 16. 

In some of the notable moments of the in- 
terview, Te’o conceded he was not totally forth- 
coming but refusing to label it lying; Couric 


asked Te’o if he was gay and Te’o laughed as he 
said he wasn’t; and Te’o said that fear and em- 
barrassment led him to perpetuate a narrative 
that he had suspicions about early last month. 

On Dec. 6, the person portraying Lennay 
Kekua called Te’o, announcing that she had 
not, in fact, died Sept. 12. Te’o, confused, still 
referred to a dead girlfriend in media appear- 
ances 48 hours later. 

“Part of me was saying, if you say that she is 
alive, what would everybody think?” Te’o said. 
“What are you going to tell everybody who fol- 
lows you, who you’ve inspired? What are you 
going to say? 

“At that time, Dec. 8, as a 21-year-old, I wasn’t 
ready for that. The only one who knew was me. 
I did not know who to turn to, I did not know

Some 15,000 crocodiles escaped 
from a South African reptile farm in flood- 
waters this week and were on the loose in and 
around one of southern Africa’s biggest rivers, 
a newspaper reported Thursday 

“There used to be only a few crocodiles 
in the Limpopo River. Now there are a lot,” 
Zane Langman, whose in-laws own the farm 
in the northern part of the country, told the 
Beeld newspaper. 

Langman said only half of the escaped 
crocodiles from the Rakwena Crocodile Farm 
close to the Botswana border had been recap- 
tured, the report said. 

Langman added that farm gates were 
opened out of fear the rushing flood water 
would crush the crocodiles. One crocodile, 
apparently from the farm, was captured 75 
miles away at a school rugby field.

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Queer rapper Big Dipper goes 
all in with larger-than-life jams

It’s a Wednesday night at the Tonic Room in Lincoln Park, and a 
crowd of about 25 people is standing around sipping beers, wait- 
ing for the night’s hip-hop show to begin. 

There’s no DJ, no hype man, no cries of “hands in the air.” In 
fact, the stage is vacant, and the room is subdued. 

Enter Big Dipper, the husky, rattail-rocking rapper who is 
the night’s opening act. Wearing glasses and a tie-dye T-shirt 
reading “Save the Whales,” he spits raunchy verses over a 
Backstreet Boys sample while one of his male backup danc- 
ers peels down to suspenders and booty shorts. The audience 
whoops in approval. 

Welcome to Chicago’s other hip-hop: an openly queer scene 
anchored by dance grooves and boundless energy 

Big Dipper, 27, has steadily built a name for himself in Chi- 
cago in the past 18 months. Outlets such as the Huffington Post, 
VICE and Details have chronicled his style, which takes rap’s 
usual sex talk and braggadocio and presents it in a queer context, 
all while maintaining the hallmarks of a genre that has long been 
criticized for its lack of tolerance toward the gay community. 
He has racked up more than 100,000 views on his music videos 
“Drip Drop” and “Meat Quotient,” which he funded through 
crowd-sourcing site Kickstarter. Last year, he quit substitute 
teaching and making coffee, sold his car and became a “full-time 
rapper,” as he calls it. He recently dropped an EP called “They 
Ain’t Ready” and is planning a 2013 full of touring and making 
music. 

“This started out sort of as a joke with some friends,” he said. 
“Then it became a serious project to make a song, and then make 
a music video,” he said. “Then, all of a sudden, it sort of evolved 
into my full-on livelihood. This is what I do. This is who I am.” 

Dipper grew up in Evanston listening to artists like Busta 
Rhymes and Outkast. He was enamored of the music videos 
from Busta and Missy Elliott that featured intricate narratives 
in addition to fancy lights and expensive clothes. When Emi- 
nem came out with “The Slim Shady LP” in 1999, he said, he 
memorized the whole album. 

“That was like a major shift because I realized, ‘Oh, this is a 
white person who’s doing it in a way that’s completely changing 
the game, and has the blessing of {Dr. Dre} on top of it,’ ” he said. 
“But then I sort of convinced myself that I was never going to be 
able to do it, because like, you know, he was really homophobic 
on that album.” 

But times change. Eminem performed with Elton John at the 
Grammys in 2001. More recently, rappers from Jay-Z to Kanye 
West to Lil B all have spoken out against homophobia. Dipper 
said he has been impressed, particularly in the past six months, 
with the number of people who are putting out new music with- 
out the F-word or other lyrics that are derogatory to gay people. 

“That’s been really fascinating,” he said. ‘And, you know, a 
bunch of people who are queer or gay or however they identify 
across the spectrum are making music that is not strictly hetero- 
sexual in the rap and hip-hop realm. To me, that’s most exciting, 
that there’s music happening and there’s a surge in the audience

What types of musical or theater 
experiences have really helped 
you in the transition to becoming a 
musician?

RedEye sat down with Big Dipper before his show last week in Lincoln 
Park. Here are the highlights. a.l. 


What led you to make the leap to 
becoming a full-time musician? 

It was partly that I developed more 
of an interest in it. The first time 
I really took the stage and played 
like a full-on show, like a set that 
was more than two songs, I was 
like, “Oh, {bleep}, you know, this is 
exactly what I want to be doing.” 

That’s cool. 

Wait, so how did you guys hear 
about the music or the videos at 
the office? Because your email was 
so funny 

I don’t know how to be in those 
emails sometimes. 

Just be yourself, Adam. {Laughs.} 


It’s just so funny hearing, “Oh, we 
all at the office watched that vid- 
eo.” Because you just think about, 
when you’re making a product, you 
think, “Who’s gonna be interested 
in this?” ... then it’s like tons of 
people that you don’t expect. 

Give me an example. 

Like, I met this couple, and they 
come to a lot of my shows. ... They 
were like, “Would you play our 
wedding? Would you play at the 
wedding reception?” And I was 
like, “You do know what my music 
is like, right?” To me, that was just 
very funny 

But they love it, and they come 
out. Literally at the last show, I 


Oh yeah. 

Well, just like, I think my training, 
my education. Tou know, I was very 
fortunate to go to college, and my 
program was about being a theater 
practitioner, so that involves like 
producing and all that stuff, so I 
learned how to read contracts, 
make deals, and deal with people 
in a professional way I think a lot 
of people are surprised at how, you 
know, when I show up with my 
DJ and my backups dancers and 
my film crew or whatever, we are 
on our {bleep}. We know how to 
do things. ... And I’ve only been 
{rapping} for like a year and a little 
bit of time, but I’ve been doing the 
bigger picture for like seven years. 

The showbiz thing. 

Aeah, even though, you know; I live 
in a place that is not a “showbiz” 
hub. ... But I think Chicago is a place 
that breeds do-it-yourself artists. ... 
Everyone is out here because they’re 
passionate about what they do. And 
it’s just put me in a good spot.

A shame, since they all conveniently reside 
at Beecham and are in generally good health. 

Aside from a gentleman wheeled out on 
a stretcher and constant dialogue about the 
unfortunate inevitability of aging, “Quartet” 
contains few visual reminders of illness 
or death. Adapting his play, writer Ronald 
Harwood (“The Pianist”) keeps things light, 
from Reg teaching young kids about opera 
(“Lady Ga-who?” he asks, after a student 
voices fondness for you-know-who) to Wilf ’s 
constant flirtations with the residents and 
staff. Yes, he actually refers to his veteran 
downstairs bits as “seasoned wood.” 

The fine British cast needs no defense, and 
occasionally “Quartet” finds a moment of 
real sensitivity Mostly, Wilf proposes “rumpy 
pumpy” and old wounds are forgotten 
relatively easily with the lesson of living 
while you can. Plus — spoiler alert!!! —hiring 
non-singers as the main characters means 
we never see the quartet sing together. 
Consequently, the supposedly triumphant, 
low-drama climax deserves to get booed off 
the stage. 


Obviously someone 
like Keith Richards 
would never check 
into a retirement 
home for musicians. 
He’s lived like a rock 
star, and he’ll die like 
a rock star. 

No, in Dustin 
Hoffman’s directorial 
debut, “Quartet,” 
only elderly opera 
singers and classical 
musicians populate 
Beecham House, and 
unlike the devastating portrait of aging in 
Michael Haneke’s ‘Amour,” “Quartet” favors 
cheeky over honest. 

“This is not a retirement home; this is a 
madhouse!” exclaims Jean (Maggie Smith 
of “The Best Exotic Marigold Hotel” and 
“Downton Abbey”), a big star whose arrival 
flusters her ex, Reg (Tom Courtenay), who’s 
still smarting over something in their past. 
Many years ago, Jean, Reg, salty sexpot Wilf 
(Billy Connolly) and Sissy (Pauline Collins) 
were a legendary quartet— presumably, 
contrary to the recent ‘A Late Quartet,” 
these folks were always on time— but Jean’s 
not interested in singing anymore.

“Parker” roars into a dull January and enlivens 
the movie landscape, and thank the action- 
movie gods, because we needed a little some- 
thing to wake us from our winter slumber. 

Based on a novel in a series by Richard 
Stark, the alter ego of the late, great Donald 
E. Westlake, the film basically is a heist- 
and-payback movie. But it’s made with 
such skill and smarts that it stands above 
such eye-rolling blow-’em-up fare as Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s “The Last Stand,” its main 
competition at the box office. 

As played by the ever-stoic Jason Statham, 
Parker is more antihero than hero: He oper- 
ates on the wrong side of the law, but he’s got 
a complicated code of ethics. 

In the opening scenes of “Parker,” a crew 
carries out a daring robbery at the Ohio State 
Fair. The heist does not run smoothly and 
after their escape, the menacing Melander 
(Michael Chiklis of “The Shield” and “Ve- 
gas”) demands that Parker turn over his share 
of the profits to help finance the next job. 
“It’s the score of a lifetime,” he tells Parker. 

Like any sensible individual who hears 
those words, Parker is skeptical. So he refuses 
and gets shot, robbed and dumped at the side 
of the road for his trouble. 

The rest of the movie follows what hap- 
pens when Parker recovers and decides to get 
his money back from— and revenge on— the 
guys who left him for dead. This requires 
him to figure out precisely what the next 
job is and where it’s happening. The road to 
payback leads him to Palm Beach County 
Fla., where the movie was partially filmed,

and into the orbit of Leslie (Jennifer Lopez), 
a real estate agent dying for her first commis- 
sion. 

Directed by Taylor Hackford (“Ray” 
“Proof of Life”), Parker is not without its ab- 
surdities. Melander is resourceful, but could 
he and his gang really commandeer a West 
Palm Beach fire truck? Patti LuPone goes 
a bit over the top as Lopez’s super-ethnic 
mama, and Lopez gets stuck with a couple of 
unfortunate ditzy moments, courtesy of the 
script by John J. McLaughlin (“Hitchcock,” 
“Black Swan”). 

But Statham, not always the most charis- 
matic of actors, turns out to be a good choice 
to play the taciturn thief. He looks like the 
sort of guy who stands a good chance of 
getting out of any tight corner, even if his 
assailant is armed and he’s not.

Around the world, ask movie lovers where 
they saw their first movie witch and the an- 
swer’s the same. 

“I was, like everyone, frightened by the 
witch in ‘The Wizard of Oz,’ ” British actress 
Gemma Arterton says. “That’s who we all 
grew up with, right?” 

Co-star Jeremy Renner agrees. And he can 
top that. 

“ ‘Wizard of Oz’ was the very first job I ever 
had. On stage. I played the Scarecrow: So for 
me, there was always just one witch. That first 
witch. The Wicked Witch of the West.” 

But, Renner adds, “We were going for 
something a little darker, a little different, 
with our movie.” 

Their movie is “Hansel & Gretel: Witch 
Hunters,” a silly mashup of horror and hilarity 
produced by Will Ferrell’s team, and starring 
the guy carrying on “The Bourne Legacy” and 
the accomplished former Bond babe. 

“They had me with that lead-line, the idea 
of taking the Hansel & Gretel tale we’re all fa- 
miliar with into adulthood,” Renner, 42, says. 

“It’s 15 years later,” Arterton, who just 
turned 27, adds. ‘And they’re not happy 
They’ve become witch hunters.” 

In the 3-D “Witch Hunters,” the kids were 
taken into the woods and left on their own 
by their father. They stumble into a candy- 
covered witch house, are taken prisoner and 
when they figure away out of their fix— work- 
ing as a team— they’ve found their calling. 
They’ll track, shoot, stab, behead and burn 


witches. Whatever it takes. 

“You have to be very, very flexible” to play 
an action heroine, Arterton says. She’s been 
in action films before— “Clash of the Titans,” 
“Prince of Persia,” “Quantum of Solace.” But 
never where she had to carry the action. “I 
had to do quite a lot of training just to get 
limber enough to be Gretel. You’ve got to get 
strong. You’ve got to look good in leather.” 

Indeed. Renner’s done his share of on- 
screen brawling, but playing Hansel was “a 
little tricky at first. It’s these tight outfits. But 
they’re wonderfully designed to not just look 
good, but be functional. So I figured it out.” 

Making an action fantasy meant that they’d 
be working in a world filled with things no 
real person has ever seen. And since they were 
not manufactured digitally “most of what you 
see is real— a real place, real witches in cos- 
tume, a real troll,” he adds. 

“Having an animatronic troll, instead of 
a digital one, was a real blessing on the set,” 
Arterton says. There’s none of this look off 
camera in wonder at something they’ll digi- 
tally add later. 

And having Ferrell & Co. producing it 
meant there’d be laughs — anachronisms like 
ancient Bavarian milk bottles with pictures of 
missing (kidnapped by witches) children, the 
odd blast of era-inappropriate profanity 

“We had to keep focused on what was seri- 
ous for us and what was serious for the audi- 
ence,” Renner says. “The jokes, they’ll come. 
But we had to treat our relationship seriously 
for the audience to buy into it, I think.”

The on-the-fly 
look definitely sets this apart from a typical police movie, though not neces- 
sarily from TV shows such as “Southland” and “NYPD Blue,” which have shown 
a similar and in some ways superior commitment to realism. The purpose- 
fully shaggy approach doesn’t do much for “End of Watch’s” conventional 
guns-and-gangsters plot, but it does wonders for the performances of Gyllenhaal and Pena. The 
DVD and Blu-ray add an Ayer commentary track, 45 minutes of deleted scenes and short, puffy 
featurettes.

England’s Highclere Castle, the real-life Down- 
ton Abbey; has a past that’s every bit 
as colorful and riveting as the 
“Masterpiece” series filmed 
within its walls. 

Besides serving as the 
main set for the hit PBS 
series, which recently pre- 
miered its third season, 
this imposing landmark 
and the land it occupies has 
been home to generations 
of the Earls of Carnarvon 
since 1679. 

“It’s an amazing place to 
wake up in. I’ve never lost my 
sense of wonder for it,” says Lady 
Fiona, the current Countess of Carnar- 
von, who lives at Highclere with her husband, the 
Eighth Earl of Carnarvon. She has written a book 
about the castle, which occupies a lofty hilltop in 


southern England and welcomes a limited number 
of visitors each year. 

Watching all three seasons of “Down- 
ton” surely will stoke PBS fans’ desire 
to visit the castle. Happily, they 
can tour the grounds where Rob- 
ert, Lord Grantham, walks his 
Labrador retriever; enjoy the 
gardens where Violet, the 
Dowager Countess, some- 
times takes tea; and see the 
castle’s main rooms where 
the lives of the Crawley fam- 
ily and their servants unfold. 
But the castle opens for only 
70 days a year, and its tour tickets 
are as hot as the PBS “Masterpiece” 
series.
